•f Continuation of 3. NOTE: The change from "70 to 45 wt% of the copolymer" to "65 to 45 wt% of the copolymer" so as to make the final 
blend being 100% in parent Claim 1 is recongnized. It is clearly that the Applicants have overcome the claim objection on Claims 1-4. 
However, it does not place the application for allowance after final action because: 

Such an amendment does not narrow down the scope of claim limitation at all. Therefore, same rational to reject Claims 1-5 may 
be still applied. 

With respect to the 102 rejection over Heffner, the Examiner has recognized the Applicants' statement as "a much better Flex Life 
being at least 13 % greater in working examples can be obtained" To be specific, the Applicants have pointed out in comparative 
example 2 why the same percentage of PTFE (40 %) cannot produce the same MFR. 



With respect to the two 102 and/or 103 rejections over Branca or Leek, the rely on the percentages of PTFE and the copolymer of 
TFE/PAVE in making the blend to introduce the inherent properties may be not appropriate as pointed out by the Applicants. The key 
point is that the properties of polymer as well as its blend would always somewhat change even a slight difference on polymerization and 
blending. Other factors may be involved too. 



In order to be fully distinguished from the prior art, a check and/or search is therefore needed to see such a relationship between 
percentage vs properties is really not existed in the prior art of Heffner, Branca or Leek. In the extreme case that the process of making 
becomes critical to properties, both Claims 1 and 5 may need to further include the process of making PTFE and the copolymer of 
TFE/PAVE. The Examiner would also point out that unexpected results cannot overcome the 102 rejection according to MPEP in this 
regard. 



In summary, a new consideration and/or search is thereby required. 
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
